An Account to Settle. 

Carpentier loves the drama, and whether he places it 
in popular surroundings or carries it to the highest 
regions of the aristocratic world, he knits his action 
firmly, and gives its principal roles to actors as 
striking in expression as they are true in pose, in 
gesture and in attitude. 

These were the qualities, as every one will remember, 
which were admired last year in the picture repro¬ 
duced in our Paris Salon (Sous la Terreur;, a true 
expression of that terrible epoch. They are now 
bound in the still higher degree in the COMPTfe A 
REGULER. The scene, very vivid, clear and 
spirited, occurs in one of those wretched drinking 
saloons where the workman too often buries the 
household resources It is needless to explain the 
subject. The picture speaks and tells its own story. 
The dandy, seated at a table on the right of 
the spectator, drinking vile wine with a woman, is 
out of place amid these workmen, whom he despises 
and who hate him. By his haughty gesture aud his 
insoleut expression it is easy to see that he has of¬ 
fered some one among them a deadly insult, doubt¬ 
less to the workman whose hand convulsively grasps 
the chair which he is on the point of hurling at the 
head of the gentleman. 

All the personages here are types interesting to study, 
from the wine merchant, who is struggling behind 
his counter, to his wife, tall and corpulent, who lifts 
her white apron with a matronly jest; and to that 
group of workingmen, sly and malicious, who are 
burning to see the gentleman fall.
